tween the dervishes on the- west bank 
of the Kile and the expeditionary force 
on this siae. The Maxim guns with 
their sweeping hail of fire did great ex- 
ecution In the dervish ranks, while tho 
field -and horse batteries never allowed 
the enemy to do anything vrith their 
butteries. 
Darkness put ail end to the artillery 


duel across the Nile water, and stilhu-.-.s 
fell upon both camps 
The ni^ht was 


one of waiting, though the ^ieuce^of 
the desert was once broken by a dis- 
charge from the Maxim guns on this 
side of the river. 


In the morning every one was up ut 


daybreak anxiou-: to know what change 
m the situation had developed during 
i he nitrht and wii.it would be the next 
move, aud eairerly bCituinncthu enemy's 
camv across the "river. There v,-;us no 
sign of hfe in thu dervish works, bet 
foViu a s-omniotioii wa.-, ]>erceived among 
the boats along the bank aud a native 
in one uf them was discerned iu the act 
of waving something, as though for a 
sipnal to this side of the river. 
The steamer Dal of the expeditionary 


force thereupon proceeded to the west 
bank of the river, w here it was found 
that El Halir had tieeu evacuated by 
the enemy under cover of the iiightaud 
that not a" dervish fighting man wssleft 
in sisht. The detachment on the Dal 
seiit~back to ton caiap on this side of 
the river 2T boats which had been 
manned by the native residents of El 
Hatir and loaded with a great quantity 
of (rraili. 
The natives announced that tho en- 


emy hud departed and that Wad Bish- 
ara", the voting emir of Dougola, who 
commanded the'dervisiies, was wound- 
ed iu yesterday's right. A shell from 
an Egyptian battery burst in lus tent, 
inflicting wounds iu his breast 
aud 


head, the former being a .severe hurt. 


After the gunboats of the expedition 


had forced their way through pa.-t the 
forts at El Hum- and bad proceeded 
southward toward Dongola, the d*!-- 
vishes apparently perceived that El 
Hatir wa* no longer the place for them 
and they prepared to depart. They 
buried as many of their dian as they 
had time for. "The rest were prepared 
with a sroi;" aronnd the neck and 
thrown into ihe Nile. 


Tin- Ht ws arrived here that the steam- 


ers and minbcuts of fne 'Xpedmon had 
rciieii-d Do::go!.i and had landed a 
force, which immediately occupied the 
treasury aud tm» grain store, the prin- 
cipal stronghold of til" town.

A-soon as the new* of the evacr.u- 


tion of Kl Halir was received a corre- 
spondent proceeiieil to ero«< the liver 
and make a' survey of the enemy's late 
position, it was found'that thin- mud 
defences had been built with great care 
but the rifle trenches only permitted 
the men a very short and straight front 
for protection 
Mats were still strewn 


along and within the trenches and iu 
the straw shelters were the remains of 
the carcasses of sheep which had been 
killed to supply food to the defenders. 


It is the general impression hero tiiat 


the dervishes will not make any further 
stand. It is evident, that Wad Bishara 
had brought up all his effective force 
from Dongola, intending to make a 
stand at El Kafir.

It acquin s a 
monopoly value—i. e,, a value mcisured 
by the force required to oveicome the 
monopoly. Monopoly value has no lim- 
its. It is force itself and noi labor value. 
As a measure of value for commodities 
it has no justice. Hi nee it is oiu-'mints, 
after all, and not our factones \\hieh 
tmiko that just si.u'dard without which 
trade stagnates.—Kiw York Journal.

The wreck that occurred near Cos- j 


nersville, Ind., on the C., E. & D., | 
appears more dreadful as more accur-; 
ate information Is received concern-! 
Ing the 
awful catastrophe. 
Four i 


lives are lest and the probabilities 
are that another one will bave bsen 
destroyed before another day. The 
calamity throws a glcom over all the 
railroad men, who sorrow for the 
dead men and their mouring rela- 
! lives and friends. 


Frank Kinsey, the dead fireman, 


was buried yesterday morning at his 
home in Gallon. 


The engineer, Chris Sweatman, 


whom so many railroad men admired 
and respected, received this morning 
the last words of respect that the 
living can show the dead. He was a 
member of several Catholic societies, 
and the funeral was attended by a 
host of friends. Many railroad men 
visited his home yesterday and 
viewed his remains, The dead en^ 
gineer's body was frightfully crushed. 
Not one bone remained in his body 
but that was broken. The trunk of 
his body next to bis head was pressed 
so tightly between the tender and en- 
gine that it was almost severed. It 
was an awful death. He had not 
time t,o leap from the place where he 
was sitting; before the erash came. 


Paymaster Jansicg is improving 


and will recover. 


Marion Brown, conductor of the 


pay train, cannot survive from the 
injuries he received. He lay beneath 
the confused wreck for three hours 
before his body was discovered asd 
taken out. One side of his head .is 
scalped. His head and body are se- 
verely bruised, and Internal injuries 
threaten serious trouble. The physi- 
cians say that he caa live but a short 
time, 
The remainder of the train, men 


will survive. 
The belief prevails yet that the 


freght crew were to blame for the ac- 
cident. The conductor either failed 
to send a flagman back or else the 
brakeman failed to comply with the 
conductor's orders. Snould? the con- 
ductor, George House, be the one to 
whom the blame will be, attached, he 
will not now be" able to vindicate 
himself, but he will account to an- 
other, and the probabilities are that 
no one will ever know to a certainty 
who the one was who made such an 
awful blunder. 


The wreck occurred at the base of 


two steep grades and on a reverse 
curve. Both engines were coming 
down the grades at a terrific speed. 
Tbe freight engine that so completely 
demolished the passenger engine, and 
yet never left the track, was No. 330, 
one ot the recent large freight en- 
gines. It was too large and heavy 
for its antagonist, and its momentum 
literally tore the passenger engine to 
pieces. 
John P. Scalllver. the assistant 


paymaster, has taken charge of the 
duties and this morning left Kami! 
ton with the pay car and paid as far 
as Dayton. The car will be ia Lima 
tomorrow soaie time, and pay th 
men here, should no other unforseen 
accident happen,
